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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The crux of Applicant's argument is that Demissie 
et al. does not teach a controlling arrangement to "tap off externally hydrogen that is not recycled" because the hydrogen is sent to a 
burner. Examiner has fully considered Applicant's arguments and interpretation of claim language and does not agree that the term 
"externally" overcomes the prior art. Particularly "externally" is a fairly broad term that can be reasonably applied to the recycling loop since 
the clause containing "externally" relates particularly to the controlling arrangement and recycling loop. In other words, "externally" is self- 
interpreting as long as the tapped off hydrogen is "hydrogen that is not recycled." 

The specification provides two supporting paragraphs for the term "externally." The first paragraph (pg. 9, first full paragraph) illustrates 
that hydrogen produced at the output of the fuel cell may be tapped off for use in a separate process. Examiner believes that hydrogen 
tapped off from the recycle loop to be used for the burner would read on this process. The second paragraph (pg. 20, second full 
paragraph) discusses that hydrogen is either recycled or tapped off through pipe 9 for external use. However, it is unclear what an 
"external use" is apart from a use outside the recycle loop going in to the fuel cell. Furthermore, Examiner believes the term "externally" is 
a broader term than "external use" because as long as the hydrogen stream branches externally from the recycle loop its further use is 
irrelevant. 

As a final note, Examiner does not believe that the burner of Demissie et al. would be 100% efficient and some hydrogen gas would be 
exhausted to the ambient. 
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
